AU Using Ten Barrels or More of 


Flour or Meal Come Under 


Proclamation 


Washington, Nov. 13.—General rules 


and regulations governing all licenses 
of 
manufacturing bakery 
products 


under President! Wilson's proclama- 
tion requires every baker except 
those using less than ten barrels of 
Sour and meal monthly. to take out 
government license by December 10, 
were announced by tbe food adminis- 
tration today. 
'Both proclamations 


and regulations seek to standardize 
bread making, eliminate waste and 
confusing sizes, force prices down and 
otherwise help consumers generally. 
Even hotels, clubs and other public 
eating places that serve bakery prod 
ucts of their own must take out 
liceases if they exceed the ten barrel 
limit, the penalty for doing business 
without license is a $5,000 fine, two 
years' imprisonment, or both. 


Bakery licenses must keep, prices 


moving to consumers in as directly-as 
possible, and without unreasonable de- 
lay. 
Resales in the same trade with- 


out reasonable justification especially 
if tending to result in a higher market 
price to the retailer or consumer "will 
be dealt with as an unfair practice."

questionnaire to be sent to each regis- 
trant and filled out and returned to 
the boards until acceptable men are 
actually in the military service. Each 
book carries a copy of the statutes 
and also a verified copy ot the master 
list of the drawing. 


Groups of Five. 


The questionnaire is the basis of 


the plan of grouping registrants in 
five classes, liable for duty by classes. 
The boards will be able to classify a 
man immediately when his question- 
naire has been received. 


The questionnaire process will elim- 


inate from consideration for military 
service probably 95 per cent of the 
men who would have been discharged 
or exempted under the old plan. Un- 
der the first call the average board 
was compelled to examine five men 
to obtain one for service. In some 
ca--.es not more than one out of 10 or 
12 vere sent to the camps. 


It is expected that under the new 


scheme the average figures will be re- 
versed anil at most not more than one 
man In five called up will fall to pass 
his physical examination and be re- 
jected.

The comm.ttee of public 


safety which was appointed by 
the mayor and city duma has se.

is receiving support from the rail- 
way employes union and the cen- 
tral railway committee. 


The committee of public safety 


sent an emmissary to treat with 
the sailors of the fleet. 
He has 


reported that the sailors already 
are showing dissatisfaction with 
Lenine. The reports also say that 
the committee has issued an ap- 
peal to the city population and to 
the city militia to abstain from 
violence against the Bolsheviki, 
who have the support of the sail- 
ors and 50,000 soldiers of the Pet- 
rograd garrison, and to await a 
peaceful solution of the situation. 


All the ministers of the provis- 


ional government who were ar- 
rested at the commencement of 
the revolt have been released, ex- 
cept Foreign Minister Terestehen- 
ko and one other. The banks in 


Petrograd are still closed, but the 
shops are open.
